CLAIM EXAMS ARE 
PROTECTION TO TEACHERS 


Pupils in Grades VIII, IX. and X. 
will in future be permitted to write 
departmental examinations in cases 
where they are not rated efficient 
enough to earn promotion in the 
opinion of the teachers, as the re- 
sult of a resolution adopted at the 
Wednesday afternoon session of the 
annual convention of the Alberta 
Teachers’ Alliance. 

The resolution was submitted by 
the Willingdon local and its adop- 
tion should result in banishing from 
the minds of teachers any fears they 
might hold for the safety of their 
,positions in cases ,where they find it 
necessary to keep children of a trus- 
tee or school board official in the 
same grade for more than one term. 
Examina‘ion papers are prepared 
for pupils in these three grades at 
the present time it was pointed out. 

Ald. <Ainlay felt that teachers 
should shoulder some responsibility. 
He thought that provision should be 
made for exemptions in certain 
cases, if the resolution was adopted. 


The claims of biased parents were 
over-estimated aniother delegate be- 
lieved. The speaker told of a case 
in his own school in which he had 
found it necessary to “fail” a child 
of a trustee. He had then asked the 
inspector to mark the child’s papers 
with the result that the pr il re 
ceived two marks less. No protest 
was made by the parents the dele- 
gate stated. In the opinion of the 
majority of the delegates, however, 
it was felt that a return to the sys- 
tem of writing departmental exams 
would remove Jany chance of a 
teacher receiving unfair treatment 
as a reswit of the judgment he or 
she might deem proper to exercise. 

The convention also approved a 
resolution providing for increasing 
the Alberta high school course from 
four years to five years. In cases of 
pupils who progress faster than the 
averege, provision will be made for 
a shortening of the course.—Journal,

UNLOOKED FOR DISCOVERY 


An unlooked for discovery that diet 
may cause heart disease comes ta 
light with the death of “Depression,” 
the prize synthetic diet goat of Cor- 
nell University. 

Apparently in perfect vigor, ‘“De- 
pression” got excited a few days ago 
and dropped dead. Autopsy showed 
death due to degenerated heart mus- 
cle, in the ventricle. 

“Depression,” moreover, was the 
sixth goat fed on the synthetic alet, 
and all the others died of heart dis- 
ease. This was a 100 per cent 
record for whatever caused the fata 
diet deficiency. 

The diet substitutes cellulose for 
hay. It includes starch, casein, the 


fed to goats and other animals in 
the Department of Animal Nutrition 
under direction of Dr. L. A. Maynard 
and Dr. C. M. McCay. The object is 
to discover the food factors best for 
animals. 

Depression was 10 months old, the 
first herbivorous animal in history to 
live any length of time on synthetic 
“hay.” His age brought home the sig- 
nificance of the diet heart complex. 

Whether there may be human le- 
sions in the heart diet factor is not 
known .In view of the fact that heart 
troubles cause more than twice as 
many deaths iannually as the next 
most fatal disease cancer, scientists 
regard the goat experiment with in- 
terest. 
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THE VEGETABLE KINGDOM 
(By Dr. William J. Scholes) 

All plant foods except fruits, grains 
and nuts, are included under the 
term “vegetables.” 

With the exception of the so-called 
legumes (peas, beans, lentils) veget- 
ables consist mostly of water They 
are rich in mineral matter but poor 
in fat and protein, their chief con- 
stituent being starch and sugar. 

One of the chief advantages of 
vegetables as a food, in addition to 
their nutritional value, is this: 

A considerable part of the veg-; 
etable consists of un-absorbable 
matter which is never digested or 
assimilated and passes unchanged 
into the bawel. Here it adds bulk 
to the residue and acts as a vehicle! 
for the elimination of toxic material. 
In this role it serves a very useful 
Purpose, as one of the main reasons 
people are constipated is that there!

THE BEAUTIFICATION 


(Continued from Page 1) 
Mr. Pike and myself to speak to 
you tonight. 

The usefulness of a snow trap is 
to prevent the snow drifting across 
the school grounds by catching the 
snow in the trees and shrubs plant- 
ed for that purpose, and I belive the 
ideal distance from any building is 90 
yards, which leaves a clear yard 
with very little snow and no drifts. 

The best place to plant a snow 
trap is on the north and west sides 
of your windbreak, and the best ma- 
terial is carragana planted closely 
together in a double row at a dist- 
ance of about 8 feet from your first 
row of trees. The snow will catch 
and drift in trees forming your wind- 
break proper and in the spring time 
will gradually melt away, leaving 
ample moisture to sustain your wind- 
break during the coming summer, 
thereby serving a double benefit. 

The trees to provide the windbreak 
should consist of the native trees in 
the first place, as being the hardiest, 
the best being of course, the native 
spruce, then the balms and cotton- 
woods, but for quick results these 
trees should be procured from a nur- 
sery, which have been raised in a 
nursery and properly transplanted 
will be the most satisfactory, or in 
the case of poplars and willows by 
cuttings properly inserted in their 
permanent places. Of course’ there 
are a great variety ef these. 

Supposing you have made up your 
mind to have a ‘windbreak and snow 
trap in the north west. This would 
place the school or buildings in a 
sheltered and warmer position, which 
would permit you to plant some 
flowering shrubs and creepers around 
the school, further assisting in the 
beautification. of such. 


Now another. idea occurs to me. On 
the east and south side why not have 
a row of shade. trees, also some dot- 
ted about thecrounds. singly and in 
groups, to provide shade during the 
hot summer days, making it more 
pleasant for the children in school 
and during play hours. 

Make a plan, and planting a. little 
each year will be an easy method. 


One other point before I close is 
the after care of the trees and 
shrubs. If properly planted they 
should not require staking, except 
specimen trees planted singly, when 
I would advise a strong stake prop- 
erly secured to the tree. 

The gate should always be kept 
closed to keep out! live stock, or some 
means should be adopted to prevent 
live stock getting in. The necessary 
after care need not be too great a 
job. I would advise the attention I 
gave to fruit orchards in B.C. Di 
around the trees with a fork in May, 
not too deep, but sufficent to leave 
a good two inches of mulch of fine 
soil on the top of the ground and go 
Over again in July. This induces a 
quick growth and keeps the ground 
free from weeds and quack grass, 
and prevents evaporation, and saves

PREMIER BENNETT ATTENDS 
PARLEY AT WASHINGTON: 


Washingten April’ 24.—Wrashington 
was ccnvinced tonight that excellent 
progress had been made by the con- 
ferences Dbeitwieen Premier Ramsay 
MacDenald and President Roosevelt. 
Great Britain and the United States 
are so completely in agreement in 
their plans for the world economic 
conference that they feel it should 
now be held at the earliest possible 
date, with the opening probably be 
tween June 12 and June 19. 


Canada, represented by Prime 
Minister Richard B. Bennett, and 
France entered the discussions today,. 
therefore, under most auspicious cir- 
cumstances and in an atmosphere in 
which optimism prevailed.

As the cost in any case is but 
a few cents there should be no temp- 
tation to sacrifice quality, but only 
the very best should be used, and 
this obtained from Canadian sources 
which cater to Canadian conditions. 
Seed saved from the home garden 
cannot be recommended. Unless one 
goes to the trouble of screening in- 
dividual flowers from insects, and 
cross-pollenizing, it is absolutely im- 
possible to prevent mixing of colors 
in flowers and of types of veget- 
ables. Then, too, in order to secure 
earliness and quality, it is often nec- 
essary that seed be secured from a 
district where the season is much 
longer than in most parts of Canada.
